T he good Cauſe in the Text is, The Good Old Cauſe, 
namely, in defence of our People, and the Cities of our God. 
As if General Joab had ſaid, Ler us play the men for our 
Countrymen, whether they be:good or bad peopie, they 
have Lives, and Eſtates, and Liberties, 1n the defence 
whereof our Swords are drawn; they have alſo religious 
Liberties in the true Service and Worſhip of God, 7» the 
Cities of our*God, in defence of which good Cauſe too we 
muſt play'rbe men. For, all the Cities. of the World, as 
inhabited'by God's Creatures, might as well be called zhe 
Cities of out God, as well as the Cities of \{/rae/,. if the 
true Religion and Worſhip of God 1n thoſe Cities be-.not 
meant by this Phraſe, 7he Cities of our God. S100 

Thus St. Auguſtine ſtiles his Books conceraing the 
Church of God, (as Foab in the Text) de civitate Dei. 

04j. But ſome may ſay, That this War, when Foab 
made this Speech, was not a defenſrue but offenſrve War, an 
invaſion of the Country of the Ammonttes, and the Bat- 
tel was fought at the Gate of one of the Cities of the 
Children of Ammon, wer. 8. | 

Anſ. 1 anſwer, That notwithſtanding this Invaſion, 
this War was purely defenſive : For, the Ammonites had 
abus'd King David's Ambaſſadors, which were ſent in 
kindneſs to condole the death of Hyram their late Kang ; 
which was in effe& the abuſe of the King that ſent them. 

And this abuſe of Ambaſſadors has always by the Law of 
Nations been reckoned a juſt Cauſe of War : For this cauſe 
alone the Romans waged War with the Corinthians, the 
Tarentines and 1llyrians; and this was once the cauſe of 
War betwixt the Emperor of Germany and the Pore. 

And the Ammonites here did reſolve upon a War, and 
to that purpoſe hired Sou/diers of Fortune, the Syrians,for 
Money, to fight for them againſt the ſraelites ; where- 
upon 
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upon K. David, like a wiſe General, ſince fight they muſt, 


he would: not be behind-hand with his Preparations, nor 
ſtay till the Ammonites ſhould come into his Country, 
and make /ſrae/ the Seat of War, but by wiſe ConduR, 
meets the coming Storm, and in defence of his People and 
the Cities of his God, carries the War to the Enemies Ci» 
ties, where our valiant General exhorts his valiant Bro- 
ther to be of good courage, &c. 

The firſt Ingredient of true ative Valour is a good cou- 
rage, which is threefold, ſupernatural, natural, additional. 

I, Firſt, Courage ſupernatural, which appears .when 
God makes men more than men, by iafuſing his Spirit of 
Courage ; nor was there ever a great Conqueror, but he 
alwaies had this Spirit of God, which has been given both: 
to good and bad: men, Chriſtians and Heathens : Thiswas 
{o viſible, even to the Heathens, that they all built Tem: 
ples to Fortuxe, which we call Providence, Nemo wvir mag- 
mus fine afflatu divino ; ſuch was Alexander, and 'Scypzo, 
Ceſar, Pompey, Marius, Ge. | 

And the Heathen Hiſtorian obſerves, that an Athenian 
General (Themiſtocles as I remember) never won a Batrel 
after he had braggizgly told his Countrymen, after a great. 
Victory, Zhis 7 tid and in this Fortune had no power, 

The Souldiers of the famous Marius thought he ſpoke 


in the fight with more than human voice, when he fought: 
and conquer'd that mundation of Men, the Amnons and : 


the Cymbers that came to ſwalow up his Country. 
When Gideon was to be a Feſus, a Saviour to [ſrael,” tis 


ſaid, The ſpirit. of the Lord came upon Gideon; the fame Jug. 6.34. 
Heb. 11, 


Spirit ( ſometimes called Faith or good Confidence ) made 


Baruch and Sampſon, Feptha, David, and Samuel, to play z, zz, 


the men-above common men, who through Faith ſubdued - 
Kingdoms. 

As for inſtance in David, Tho' in prudent and wiſe cor- 
duct he could not have encountered Golzah with any weas - 
pon 
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pon better that a ling and a fone, to enter that forchead 
where alone the Giant was «varm'd, and little expected 
ſuch an Encqunter; yet it was a bold Faith and Tru? in 
the Name of the Lord, that made his Heart flrong and his 
Hand ſteddy. And it was uſual in thoſe days, with a Sling 
and a Stone, before the uſe of Guns, to hit at an Fairs 
breadth, ſo dexterous (T had almoſt faid) were thoſe /ef?- 
handed Benjaminites, Fudg. xx, For, haw big foever the 
Giant was, David was neither lovger-liv'd than we, nor 
bigger, nor ſtronger, it lo ſtrong, as we are ; but che Spi- 
rit-of God put into him a ſupernatural and ſuperlative 
courage to play the man for his people,and the Citys of bis God. 

2. Secondly, Good Courage is natural, the Bounty of 
Nature, for whicha man is indebted (as Golzah. was) to the 


and ſerve well-in the P#1pit, or to. make a noiſe at the Bar, 
but the thundering of Guns and Drums will give theman 
Ague, and.put them into'a Fit of trembling. : It is tem- 
pting of God, and: bidding Dehance to. his Fandmaid Na- 
rure, for ſuch effeminate Conſtitutions (of all Fmploy- 
ments) to turn Soxldiers ; let then. leave the rugged: and 
boyſterous Wars to rugged and rocky. Complexions and 
Conſtitutions. Some men have ſtilcd a Souldier-a neceſ- 
ſary Evil,but.I:think, u#der Heaven, a good: Souldier 1s 
one of the moſt neceſſary good things. 

For, 
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For, as the World goes, we thould loſe all other good 


things, if it were not for thoſe brave Souls, that play the 
men 1a defence of the innocent Infants, the weaker Sex, 
and weaker Men ; ſtill they are owr People, and a brave 
Souldier.is their Rampart, their Bu/wark, their Life guard, 
the only Safeguard, under God, of our People, and the Cities 
our God : Without theſe Protefors the Pulpit would be 
a Cypher, an empty place, the Bar unfrequented, and our 
Lives and Eſtates at the mercy of a mercilefs Tyrant. 

But there are but few of theſe Worthics Souldiers of 
Natures making. yet a few of them are exow to put Cou- 
rage into Cowards, which is done by, 

3- Thirdly, Additional Valour, which has many cau- 
ſes; as, Fir, a good Cauſe ; it will make a Coward fight, 
to'think that be fights for God, for his People, and for the 
Cities of our God; as we uſually and truly fay, That oxe 
honeſt man will beat two Thieves, becauſe the guilty Con- 
ſcience makes a great Thief a great Coward, and his Vil- 
lany and Roguery makes him a timerous Villain and a 
fearful Rogue ; whilſt he that fights in a good Cauſe, fights 
for God, and God fights for him. 


This made little David boaſt ſo triumphantly ; 7ho' an pal, 1: 4- 


Fioft of men encamp againſt me, my Heart ſhall not fear. 


Saith he, 7hey compaſſed me about like Bees, but in the val. 118. 


name of the Lord will I deſtroy them. 

Yet there are three ſorts of Fighters at this day, that 
play themen in a bad Cauſe; which 1 cannot” diſmiſs with» 
out a:ſevere Repremand trom this Text ; as, 

x. Firſt, Souldiers of Fortune,fuch as wastheſe 33000 
Syrians, that' ran away, and fled before Foab, v. 13. they 
were Fackney-ſouldiers, hired as Hackney-borſes for ſuch 
a Journey, ſuch an Expedition, Here's your Money. | 

Theſe Souldiers of Fortune, that fight without exami- 
wing the cauſe, and march with the firſt Chapman, are the 
baſeſt of Butchers ; for other Butchers get a greaſe living 

by 
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by killing Beaſts, but Souldiers of Fortune live by killing 
men, and are meer Cannibals and Men-earers, who (like 
the Bravo's in Spain and Portugal ) haveno other Trade 
or Pcotetlion, but Hackney Butchers of Men, any Men, 
without any other cauſe than that of the Switzers; they 
kill any body for the / Argent. What will ye give me, 
iaith Tudas, and 7 will betray, and be guilty of Innocent 
Blood 2 What will ye give me a day, and [ will kill, raviſh, 
burn, and murder, taul the Souldier of Fortune ? And all 
this without any remorſe, cuſtom of Sin hardens his cal- 
lous Heart, and makes him pittileſs, and without any 
Bowels of Humanity, as it he had a Commillion from 
Heaven (as Peter had in another caſe) Ariſe Peter, k;1! 
and eat. A 
Of theſe St. James ſpeaks; from whence come Wars and 
Jaw. 4 1,2.//ghting among you (meaning the Fattions of Fudas Gali- 
{zus, and allo the other Fews then in war againſt the $4- 
maritans, and fought Lloudily for the Money- bujineſs ) come 
they not: hence even from your Luſts (of Avarice and Ambi- 
tion.) ye feht and war, ye kill, and defire to hate, that ye 
may conſume it upon your Lufts : For, a Souldier of Fortune 
uſually conſumes in Debaucbery what he gers by this in- 
human Butchery. Thus this Devil incarnate ( like his Fa- 
ther the Devil ,) goes about /ike a roaring Lion, (trom 
Country to Country,) ſeeking whom he may devour. | 
A Prince that has a zood Cauſe may (notwithſtanding) 
make uſe of theſe Man-flayers or Slaughter-men, as C/y- 
ents ſometimes fee their Advocates, not ſo much to be 
for them, as that they be,not hired againft them ; though 
theſe Fellows are ſeldome either faithiul or truly valjaors 
for he that will /e//-bis $oul or. his Life for .Mogey, will 
not fear tor Money to betray and ſel his Prince, 


— 
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But ſince they are kept (like Cocks of the Game) that 
are goed for nothing in Nature, but to fight, theſe For- 
lorns will ſerve for a Forlorn, and to blunt the Enemy's 
Swords ; tor, if they will not fight, they are good tor 
nothing but, like the Locuſts of #gypt, to eat up ever; 
green thing : It thele be Cowards, they mult be puniſht 
as all Cowards are ina well-diſciplin'd Army, with pre- 
ſent Death. 

For, plow they cannot, work they will not, fight they 
dare not, tor they are alwaies unfit to dye, and therefore 
muſt be afraid to dye. This Locuſt, like other Locuſts, 
is one of the Plagues of Mankind, good for ' nothing 
whilſt it lives, bur Miſchiefs, and theretore, though unfit 
to dye, yet unfit to live. 

Thele are the men that nouriſh and foment Wars in 
Europe ; War is their Trade, their Commodity, and can 
you blame them, it they make the «tmoF#? penny they can 
of their Trade and Profeſſion £ But, as bad as this Ca- 
terpillar is, Irhave another in the 

2. Second place to expole, that always fights in a bad 
Cauſe, and therefore is worſe HE worſe can be) than a 
Souldier of Fortune ; for, this Man-ſlayer fights as ſeldom 
35 is pallible, ſiace he does wot love fighting, but as lazy 
men /ove Work, they muſt ſtarve without i ; he fights 
toxat, andit he could eat without fighting, # would be

ſhould pretend a Prerogative fo, diſpenſe witir the Laws of

man whoſe Honour is dearer to him than his Lite, put up 
an Afront, eſpecially ſince the negle& of demanding $a- 
tisfaCtion (that's the word) is not interpreted Coxſczente, 
but Cowardice, and invites a ſecond Affront,. and happy 
the Coward that can but come near fo tame a thing,that 
he may ſafely kick it ? .

Of theſe our Bleſſed Saviour propheſies, when they kl 
you, they think they do God good ſervice.

and 7reland (ay) that the Principles of our Holy Prote» 
ſtant Religion, teaches us better things. Bleſſed be God 
(may we tay) that the Principles of our holy Religion 
teaches us better things. Let the Feſuites fight like mad 
(as they cant 1t) ad propagandum fidem ; let their Coun- 
Cil of Conſtance decree, That no Faith is to be kept with 
Ftereticks ; let them break Truces, Leagues, and Cove- 
nants cemented with Oatas and Sacraments ; let their 
Superſtition (like Paracelſus's Demon) be conjur'd and 
confir'd to the Pommel of their Swords, wilt we know 
not how to draw our Swords, except in that good Caule, 
in defence of our People, and the Cities of onr God. This 
15 ſuch an additional caule of Vatour, that where a man's 
Stars make but an awkward Souldier, this good Cauſe 
will cauſe a Coward to be of good courage, and make an 
effeminate man to play the mas. 

2. 2dly, A ſecond cauſe of additional Valour is a good 
Conſcience, or a good Life and Converſation : Virtae and 
true Valour are {o near a kin, that they have but one 
Name in feveral Languages to expreſs them both. 

Therefore many an Army that has a good Cauſe of 
War, has been ruin'd by Debauchery, and the want of a 
virtuous and good Diſcipline. 

Can a man be faithful to his Prince that is treacherous 
to his God, and his own Soul 2 Can a man be a Saviour 
to his Nation, that wiſhes himlelf damn'd at every word? 
Can he be valiant that fears to dyc 2 And muſt not a/ 
men fear to dye, that live in open defiance to the God of 
Heaven, and therefore moſt unfit todye, leſt he be danw'd, 
according to his daily Prayers? Will not fuct} a one 
tremble when he comes near the mouth of a Canon, and a 
Broad/ide, and like Belthazzar, knock his Knees together, 


in dread of that fatal Doom he trembling (aw, but knew 
not how to prevent? The prophaneneſs of thete Debauchees - 


does 
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Le -Divine Captain. 
docs. debauch their Courage, tho' they be naturally of 
a- good. Corrage ; well may they then think they ſhall /ru4 
and be damn &, they have fo often wifh'd it in co/d Blood. 

. Nor can the greateſt praiti/e of Atheiſm prove any 
Fexce againſt this Fear,wvhen Death Fares him in the facy. 
This Fool ( as the Plalmiſt calls him ) may fay in his 
Heart, (thatis) Wiſhin his Heart, that there z no God, 
and 'perhaps .may. ſay ſo too in his drunken Rant an 
drunken company, but let him come to the Gates or 4p- 
proaches of Death,and he cannotcluule but dread that Judge, 
againſt whom (like the Giants of old) he has waged War, 
and bid Defiance all his Life-time. 

And'it is obſervable; that the Pſalmiſt ſays, the Foo! 
hathifaid in his heart, thete is no 248, or as the 
Chaldee, 88, which ſignifies, God. the Fulge. The Fool 
could be content there ſhould be a Jehovah, a merciful 
God, but wiſhes, as Thieves in Goal do, that there ſhould 
never ke an:z£/ohim or Judge of Aflize, and both of them 
for one and the ſame reaſon too. * | | 

04j. A good Conſcience || may ſome ſay, and'a ſober 
Life and Converſation, are good, very good things ; but 
he that is without Sin, let him caſi the firſt fone at my 
Debauchee.

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This common and open Prophanenefs docs not only 


provoke God's Wrath againſt themſelves, but againſt 
their Governors, it they only reprove and make Procla- 
mations indeteliation of them, Old E1/: did thus much 
to lus debauch'd Sons, but, for want of a ſeverer Diſci- 
pline, God punilth'd bi and his Houſe for ever. 

This Leven muſt be purged out and caſhiered, orelle 
it will leven the whole Lump. It is #0 ſarprize therefore 
to thinking men, to hear 0: vaſt Fleets put to Sea, with 
vaſt Expence, and vaiter tiopes, yet withent 'Succels, 
whilſt men (thus impudently and openly.) fromthe #r5# 
Rate Ship to the Tender, irowm Stem to Stern, ;trom the 
Captain to the Cook, twear and cu!': ike Devils, and 
therefore moſt unfit to play the men jor our People, aud the 
Cities of our God.

to play the.man. | 
- . 3- A third caule of additional Valour, is valiant Lea- 
ders, by..their couragious Words and-Deeds. 


1. Firſt 
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1. Firſt by their Words, adding Courage to their Soul- 
dicrs by ſuch brave Speeches as thus inthe Text, 

The firſt and braveſt Emperor Julius Czſar was very 
happy both in Arts and Arms, a good Oratour, and a 
good Captain, and was addicted to theſe Harangues to 
checr up his Souldiers, when ready to come 7s the Pufb; 
as may be ſeen in his own Commentaries : No man ſpoke 
better ; no man foxght better ; both he and Foab in the 
Text, had (asall vahant men have) a great preſence of 
Mind, had their Wins about them in the midſt of Dan- 
gers ; they didalmoſt what they lift, and could fay what 
they liſt, tho' what they {aid was but little, yet they ſpoke 

.muchin little being happy both for the Pex and the Pzke. 

2. But the brave Deed's of a Commander is far morc 
efficacious than brave Words; a couragious Leader (ike 
the $wr-beams) influences af! that ſee him with Spirit and 
Heat and Life : For, as Cowardice 1s inteQttons (a fery 
Cowards, if not timely knock'd down, are enough to 
ruine a whole Camp) fo Conrage allo ſpreads it ſelr, and 

"there's none 40 timeronus, but will be ready to foffow their 
Leader, it a brave man at Arms. 

4. A fourth cauſe of additional Valowr is good Arms 
and good Armour : Theje will put Courage into a Co- 
ward, and thoſe dawn the braveſt Enemy that fights wy- 
armd. A Souldier may with as much reaſon flight all 
his Garrifons, 74izethe Bulwarks of his ſtrongeſt Forrs, 
and cut down his Palafadoes, zs fight without tis Ar- 
mour. The Prince-of Poets (the frr/t, in Time as well 

l as £xcetence) never fights his Champion Achilles tif he 
3 has firft buckled on Ima his Armour of Proot. 
mM » Nor does our * Fug /ifÞ Homer, (fo famous for, but !eff 
wha was happy in his Pike than his Pex, yet as terrible xo Js 
—_ > Encmies abroad, as amiable to his Friends at home, that 
Pulznd,bur accepted the Lawrel, but retuſed the Diarlem) in'his En- 
1:8 refuſed. gliſh Arcadia, ever fight its Knights to beat the _ 

*% til 
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till he has firſt brought them the beſt Zorſes, the beſt 
Arms and Armour, that he could imagine, (nay, he ſpares 
tor no Colts) to furniſh them with. And negleed by 
none but Braggadochios (cſpeciaily ſince the Inyention 
of Gunpowder.) Is Valour any Fence againſt a Bullet ? 
That diſmounts the Highelſt's Courage 7n its full Careir, 
tho' ſhot by the moſt feeble Arm. The Wenders done 
by a late Hero in England, Scotland, and Ireland, in a 
bad Cauſe, was truly attributed to his care of good Ar- 
mour, tor that cauſe ſirnamed 7ronf/ide. 

If good Armour has done ſogreat things in a bad Caule, 
what Wonders may it not do z# our Cauſe at this day, 
the Left Cauſe in the World, In defence of our People and 
the Cities of our God, from the Ravage ot a mercileſsand 
bloody Foe, the Common Enemy of Mankiad, the Tarks 
and Mahomet only excepted. 

This harden'd Enemy, wonted to ſpoil, cannot be op- 
pos'd, in humane probability, by a Militia, thet has no 
other Armour than Feathers and Scarfs ; as it a muſter 
of Men, when three Kingdoms lye at ſtake, and rais'd 
and. maintein'd at a vaſt charge to their Country, were 
nothing bur a Morris-dance, that their Women out of 
their Windows might admire in the Strect the goodly me- 
zage of the gay Puppit, that belongs to their Houle : No 
other realon can be given why, at this day, the Militza- 
Captains elude and fruſtrate the Statate, that commands 
Back, Breaſt, and Pot for the Horſe, and Cor/let tor the 
Fikes, now (chang'd forſooth) into a Leather Facquet, 
nick-nam'd a Buff Coat, and into aRed Coatand Byoner. 
Or, is it becauſe ſome Feather-bed Captains ſell ſuch 
Fare > Oh! but Armour is weariſome and heavy : 
Yes, ſo allo is the whole Daty of a Souldier ; but it is the 
Occupation he has undertaken, and by which he gets his 
Livelihood ; and, Can a Workman: work without 7, = ? 

D r, 
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Or, is he aſham'd ( like other Workmen) zo carry them 
on his Back ? | 

Let a Souldier be aſham'd of being beaten, of being a 
Captive, or running away, but let him never be aſham'd 
of the Tools of the Trade by which alone he ſtands fair 
for the Victory. But ſay fome, This Armour ſpeaks 
Fear and Timerouſneſs. Does it ſo? Then be it fo. 
Fear, that makes a Centinel or a Guard more watchful, is 
a due Ingredient of true Valour. Was there ever any 
wiſe or tuccelstul Generals, but fortified their Camp 
When the Spade and the Pickax are the Souldier's Ar- 
mour ; yet this is really fear of Surprizal, but not Cowar-. 
dice, but the greateſt Wiſdom. 

The great Alexander, Ceſar, Pompey, and (generally) 
the Greczans and Romans, were no Cowards, (tor they 
conquer'd the greateſt part of the known World ) yet 
they never engag'd, but in bright-ſhiniuz Armour, elpc- 
cially their Horſe, except ſome light-armed Ztorſemen, 
with us called Dragoons, that are not intended to abide 
the ſhock, but in a Battel to be here, and there, and every 
where, as occaſion ſerves, being Mars's Hermaphrodites, 
neither right Horſe nor right Foot, yet both theſe, and of 
extream ule and behoof in a Camp. 

A Souldicr may as well ciſmantle all his Forts, and 
{corn to fight within a Portcullis and Caſtle-walls, Gabi- 
ons,Perupcts,and Baſtions, as to ſcorn to fight within his 
Armour : ViRtory is not got (but many times loſt) by 
Bravadoecs ; and 1 can ſcarce pity that Rhodomantade, 
that dy'd »pon the point of that Sword that he had oxce 
gaind from his baffled Foes, but return'd it in flanting 
Bravery, to play the Game over again, and /of? it after 
he had fairly wor it. 

Let then our wiſer Souldiers ride in Armoar, that t!:ey 
may ride in Triumph, adorn'd with the Spoils ac: Tro- 

plies 
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phics of the ſlaughtered Enemy, whilſt the uwarm'd Coo- 
tives follow the Wheels of our armed Chariots, arid lt 
them laugh in their Sleeves at the Coyardice of their 
armed Conquerors, in ſurprizing a ſ|:epy, neyligent, and 
unarmed Foe on unequal terms: The ilaaghter'd Dead 
cannot, and the Living dare not cali their Conquerors 
Cowards. Arm your {elves t:acretore when near an Ene- 
my, leſt you pay tor your Folly and Credulity, as Aber 
did, who came into his Enemy's Quarters without his 
Aylet Shirt, privy Armour, or Coat of Maet, (which had 
certainly fav'd his Liſe.) Died Abrer ai a Fool dieth 2 

I care not how rich and glittering my Souldiers Ar- 
mour is, {o it be of Proof ; let him be proud oz't, and he'] 
joy in it ; and though a little irkſome at firſt, yet Vſe 
wall facilitate it, ( I ſpeak experimentally ) and Cu5Fom 
will make it natural and eafie. 


The Porcupine never marches but with his Arms rea- 


dy fixt ; the Crocodile never marches, nor {wims, but in 
his Armour of Ma/quet-proof ; and, Shall Man, who is 
made by GOD, the Matter of all other his tellow-Crea- 
tures, lay by his Armour when he goes to fight 2 To 
what purpoſe has GOD and Nature turnifh'd Men with 
better Brains to invent, and ZTand's to forge good Armour, 
if they play the Fool in the negiet of it, and dye as a 
Fo. dyeth, when they ſhould play the men, for our people, 
and the Cities of our God 2? 

Did ever any wiſe Souldier accuſe Fannibal of Co- 
wardice, :ho' he fought cunniogly moſt commonly with 
. his Brains, to ſpare his Mens Lives, by laying Ambu/hes, 
Bribery, and Sarprizals 2 Even the vapouring and flaſhy 
French have now at /ength learnt this Wit, and lo they 
conquer, they care not what men (ay or think. Dolus 
an virtus quis in hoſte requirit 2 was an old Proverb 1n 
the Roman Camp.

But, ſay ſome, Goliah was arm'd Cap-a-pee, yet he was 
Kill'd. Yes, he was ſo, but it was digitus Dez, the Finger 
of God killed him, as it did Ahab that Cuirazeer, hitting 
him in the Joints of his Harneſs, which ocherwite it was 
a thouſand to one but they had both been invulnerable, 

Not that I would have a man manacled in his Armour, 
that ke cannot v/e his Arms ; 'tis enough probably (for 
Armour keeps no Aſſurance Ofice) to fecure the noble 
parts, the Head and Heart, from mortal wounds, let the 
other take their fate. 

The Militia of Exg/and are numerous and ſtrong, but 
the Statutes that well forms them are at this day gene- 
rally eluded by the Levity of ſuch freſhþ-water Officers, 
that never {aw a Sword drawn in Anger, and fit them- 
ſelves and their Souldiers rather for a Dance than a Fight, 
and rather /jght, to run away nimbly, than abide the 
Shock and Brunt of a Battel, by arming their Men as the 
Law requires and enjoyns, the better to play the men for 
our people, and the Cities of our God. 

There are many other caules of Additional YValour, as 
Deſpair, Cuſtom and ſe of Wars, or any thing that 
cheers or exhilarates the drooping Spirits, which | leave 
to Men of War : And thus much for Good Courage. The 
method of my Text invites to ſpeak next of Good Con- 
dutt. And perhaps, ſome that know me may think, 
that this isa Province as fit for me to undertake as moſt 
other of my Coat : But to do it now from a 7ext, would 
be as impertinent and pragmatical as that of Phormio 
the Peripatetick Philoſopher, who took upon hum to read . 
a Lecture of the Duty of a Chieftain and good Condudt, in 
the preſence of Hamibal the braveit General in the 
World. Therefore I'll wave it now, and alſo the treating 
of a good Cauſe, becauſe I have ſaid a great deal ?o ze 


-* and of #t already, under another Head, and ſpeak a little, 


and but a little, in the laſt place, of the ſecond-general 
part 
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part ofthe Text, Paſſive Valour, the molt difficult and 
moſt divine part of Valour, 

Yet many men have attained to this Good Courage 
in Paſſive Valour, that never were tamous tor Ative Va- 
lour.. Any Man, nay, Woman, that is a good Chriftian, 
may learn to bear, and be couragious in paſſive YValour, 
which is nothing elſe but a quier ad ferexe temper in the 
greatelt Straits, and under the greateſt Preſſures and 
Difficulties, Loſſes and Croſles, v1at can potiibly betall 
Mankind, being very well pleas d with whatſoever plea- 
{es God to (end, according to his good pleaſure, as he has 
predeſtinated and pre-ordain'd. Not but that it is not 
only lawful to pray againſt all Zemptations, and. to be 
delivered from all Evil ; and not only pray againſt the 
Plots and Devices of the Enemy, and counterplot them ; 
uſe all Stratagems, Ambulcades, and whatever the mil- 
chievous Wit of Man has invented for deſtraRion of our 
Enemies ; but, when we have done a/ that attive Valour 
can infirutt, and all will not do ; when we meet with 
Loſſes, Deleats, Captivity, or Death ; then a divine 
Souldier mult quietly fubmit to the good pleaſure of him 
that rules the World, and will do what pleaſeth him in 
Heaven and in Earth. 77 we, wif we ! it is a Siu, nay, 
2 Folly, torepine, but ſerenely ſay with our Bleſſed Savi- 
our, If this cup may not paſs from me except I drink it, 
not my Will, but thine be done. 

Thus Holy David prayed and faſted, and «ſed all 
means to fave the Lite of his beloved Son, the fruit of his 
Sin ; but when God had declar'd his Will by the death of 
the Child, he cheered up, and calld tor good Chear. 

On this ſcore it is that St. Paul exhorts the Philippi- 
ans to be careful for nothing, meaning, for nothing that 
is paſt : That care alone is ſinful which is Fanw-like,and 
which looks both Zackward and forward ; torward it may 
look, forward it muff look, by way of prevention. 


For 
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For {o our Saviour and the Apoſtle frequently incu!- 
Luke 21.2, Cate this Care or Heed that looks forward ; Take heed 

that no man deceive you + let him that ſtandeth take heed 
2Cor-7.22. Leſt he fail: That we ſhould care for our elves, and for 
one another ; And yet, ſaith St. Paul, I would have you 
without carefulneſs for what is paſt ; and your care may 
lurt you, macerate you, deject you, but cannot pofjibly 
y). heip you ; therefore uſe the means, and when you have 
| done what vou can, you have atted all your part ; the 
next is God's part, I mean the Event, the ſue, the Src- 
ceſs, lor that trouble not your fify Heads, 'tis none of your 
Province, but belongs to God alone, therctore caſt, away 
Care, and caſt all your Care upon God, for he careth for 
You, 

I cannot but pitty thoſe poor Hearts, that make their 
Lives a Burthen to themſelves and all that are near them, 
being overcharged with Cares and Fears of what ſha/ 
come to paſs. 

For my part, I care not what comes to pals, I']l prevent 
with my Might and Courage what we call Evils, but 
when all [ can do Will uot do, whatever comes 1s welcome. 

With what a Courage did St. Pau embrace his Fate | 
How carclcily he deſcants on his deatn, as if unconcers 
ned | Death, that is the Xing of Terrours, and makes 
them all zheir life-time ſubjett to Bondage, Cares, and 
Fears, was but St. Paul's Rejoycing and Entertainment ; 
yet the Sentence ot Death, the Sentence to be beheaded, 
was paſt upon him by that bloody Nero, and ſhortly to 
2 Tim. 4.6. be executed ; then he writes his Second Epiſtle to 7 imo- 

thy, and talks fo unconcern'd, we cannot but joy in him 

and with him, as it he was only to undertake a pleaſant 

Journey; 1 am now ready to be offered, and the time of 

my departure is at hand : The time, the hour le had 
| long wiſh'd tor, having a deſire to depart, and be with 
C Chriſt, which is far better. 
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A defire to depart ; the Original ſignifies, a» earne/t 
longing of Soul ; as if nothing could farisfie, but to have 
his longing, namely, Death, which I fay is called, The 
King of Terrours, the chieteſt of Terrours; but Death is 
ſo to none but to XHnaves and Fools, | mean, to impent- 
tent People, and filly ignorant People. 

To dye! What's that 2. It 1s as natural to dyeas to be 
born; it is more xeceſſary to dye than to be born ; it is 
(tor ought we know ) /efs Pain to dye than tc be born; 
Wir do we tear Death zhen, that is fo natural, lo neceſſa- 
ry, {o beneficial ; there the Wicked ceaſe from troubling, 
and i ''ere the Weary be at reſt: There no Tyrant can 
11-rt us, no Griefaſlault us, no Pain nor Anguiſh, tor our 
{elve; or others, can torment us; there all Tears ſtall be 
wiped away trom our Eyes. And, d» we ſear th2z to dye? 

OLj. No, ſay fome, we do not fo much fear ?o dye, 
nor cry, Lothe to depart, tor any Sweets of Life, (which 
at the bt are but bitter Sweets) but we icar the Conſe- 
quences vi Death and Judgment. 

Anſ. Do you (0? Bur, I'll give you an caſte and zx- 
fallible Receipt an Remedy agunit thefe feartul Conſe- 
quences after Death ; that which makes a Snake or-a Ser- 
pent terrible ; that alone makes Death terrible, namely, 
the Sting; take away the Sting from theſe, and you 
fately, and without fear or danzer, hug them 1n your Bo- 
foms, 

Now the Apoſilz tells us, The Sting of Death is Sin ; 
take away that, and Death is /tinzleſs and harmleſs, Sin 
ſhall never be imputed to any that are not Volunteers to 
Sin, A man 15not a Rebel to his Prince, nor any Guilt 
imputed to him, tho' he be i» the Enemy's Quarters, if 
he be taken Captive thither, and ſtrive to his urmoſt 70 
make his eſcape. So neither ſhall any man be accounted 
a Rebel to Heaven, that's carried Captive, thro Weak- 
neſs and Infirmity, to any Sin, and ſtrives to elcape, ha- 
ting 
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ting all Sin with a perfect Hatred, and re/t/7inz it as [is 
Enemy to his utmoſt : To ſuch a one the Lord imputetl 
not Sin ; Sin 7s 7# him, but he does not live in Sin, lye in 
Sin, delight in Sin, walſow 1n Sin. : 

But, what a vaſt difference is there betwixt him that is 
overtaken in a fault, and he that is a Volunteer to Sin, 
and follows it with all his might to overtake i#/ If to 
ſuch a one Death be the Xing of Terrours, | cannot blame 
his Fears; but, Who can pity him that takes no pity on 
himſelf,that loves a Luſt above his God, above his Soul,and 
above his Peace here and hereafter, when he may fo cati- 
ly diſarm the King of Terrours, taking away his Yenome 
and Sting ? 

To conclude this point, By what has teen briefly ſaid 
you may eaſily know to get an Antidote againlt Death, 
and Loſſes, and Croſles, whatſoever ; aad conſequently, 
be axmd againſt Covardile, and all unmanly and un- 
chriſtian Fears, even in the greateſt Streights, tho' belet 
(as Joab and 4biſhai inthe Text) with a numerous Enc- 
my in Frontand Reer, 

Our part then is, to be of good Courage, with a good 
Conſcience, and in a good Cauſe ; and let the event be Lite 
or Death, Victory or Defcar, Let the Lord do what ſeems- 
eth him good. 

To dye thus in Battel for our People, and the Cities 
of our God, Where is that Daſtard that is atraid zhus ro 
dye, rather than ſurvive a tew weary days, living, or r2- 
ther dying daily with the Pangs of the Gout,the, Dropſy, 
the Conſumpttion,Stone,or the like 2 Not but that God's 
Will be done, if this grievous Lot muſt be our Lot, to 
endure a Thouſand irk{ome Deaths, paintul and grievous 
to our ſelves, and loathlome and troubleſome both to 
our ſelves and by-ſtanding Friends ; bur we cannor help 
it, if we muſt be condemn'd to endure the Fatigues of Life 
to the laſt dringlivg Sand ; we may not breat the Glals, 

| but 
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but if a Bullet break it, and in a good Cauſe, the Glaſs 1s 
well run out, and the moſt made of it that it can poſſ;bly 
be worth. 

What ! Do we fear to go 20 God and Heaven, (our cer- 
tain Portion) if we dye with the faid good Contcience, 
the {aid good Courage, and in the ſaid good Cauſe, in 
defence of our People, and the Cities of our God > The 
very Heathen, thar had but the Light of Nature, pro aris 
& focis, were ambitious to dye for their Altars and Fire- 
fades. 

For this Good Cauſe ts be k;/'d in Battel, is, to dye ir 
Peace, like good King Foftah, who is ſaid to be gathered 
to his Fathers in Peace, and yet he died in the Field, in 
the Fight, with his Sword in his Hand : So that' well 
may ſuch a Divine Souldier, with good old Simeon, 
Swan like, ſing his Nunc dimitis, tho* he dye like the 
great King Guſtavus Adolphus, in the Field : Death may 
take ſuch a man, Death cannot hurt ſuch a man by cut- 
ting off a few weary minutes ; tor, his Account 1s fair- 
ly caſt up, like Foab's in the Text ; if he lives, he livesin 
Victory and Triumph, and lives to God ; and if he 
dies, he dies in Honour, and dies in Peace, and lives 
with God. Can Life or Death be putt out at better Inte- 
reſt > Can more be made of it ? 

Well may ſuch a Divine Souldier and Champtor for 
Heaven ſay with St. Paul, after he had fought with 
Beaſts at Epheſus, and more brutiſh men, T1 have fought 


a good Fight, I have finiſhed my Courſe, T have kept the , Tim.q.q. 


Faith ; henceforth there is laid up for me a Crown of 
Righteouſneſs. | 2 
[ have been extreamly cheer'd in'thegreateſt Difficul- 
ties (my little Experience did ever encounter) with that 
Expreſſion, //a. 41. 14. Fear not tho Worm, Facob. 
One would think, if Jacob be a Worm, he had more 
cauſe to tear than any other Creature under Heaven ; a 
E Lo! 
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Lion has Strength, a Worm has none ; the Dove is fear- 
tul, but ſhe has Wings ; the Hare, the Deer are timerous, 
but they have ſwiftneſs of Foot, to fly from Danger ; a 
Snake has none of theſe Advantages, yet ſhe has a S:7xg. 
But a Worm, what Creature ſo deſpicable, ſo ſubje& to 
the tread of every Foot? She has no Wings to fly, no 
Sting to make them ſtand off, yet Fear not thou Worm, 
Jacob. And why ? (the Reaſon' follows in the next 
words) For 7 am with thee, (aith God, And if God be 
for us, who can be againſt us? 

And here I ſhall baulk my Diſcourſe, and the Text, if

ple, when the Lord does what ſeemeth him good, in pro- 
{pering them, as he did Foab, in the Text, with Victory? 
Or, how God may be ſaid to fight for his People 2 


Q.2. And ſecondly, How long he will fight for 
them 2 


x. Firſt, I anſiver, that God wifi fights for his Peo- 
ple four ſeveral ways, all applicable to ths Text and 
theſes Times, for which I purpoſely chole this Text ;. and 
if I ſhould conclude my Diſcourſe on this Text, only 
with ſhewing what we ſhould do in caſe of Death, De- 
feat, or any other finifter event, (a Conſideration very 
uſeful and neceſſary) yet.it would be a Contemplation 
too melancholly aad ominous, to conclude with Paſſive 
Valour,in active and victorious times,ſfuch as this of Joab 
in the Text, a Victory ſuitable. and parallel ro. ours. in 
this JunQure : For, inthe Verſe next following the Text, 
we hear the good News, that the Idolaters are — it, 
the Syrians fled before Foab ; And when the Children of 
Am: 
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Ammon ſaw that the Syrians were fled, then fled they al- 
fo before Abiſhai. 

Almighty God then gives Victory, and viſibly fights 
for his People, when they fight in a good Caule, tour 
ſeveral ways : He did it for /ſrael, Great Britain, and 
Treland. 

i. Firſt, God is aid viſibly to fight when he raiſes up 
a Hero, a Worthy, by endowing him with the Spirit 
of Courage, as he did Gideon, Baruk, FJephtha, Sampſon, 
David, Samuel, and (thatT forget not) Moſes and Foſhua. 

But of this T haveſpoken fully already under that Head 
of Snpernataral Courage. But, if I ſhould only remem- 
ber thoſe famous Worthies, ſo /oug ago, and fo remote, 
my Memory would be as «ngrateful as treacherous, it I 
ſhould forget what all the World at preſent admires, 
andPofterity will much more ; His Sacred Majefty 
King WILEZTAM, whom G OD bu raiſed up to 
hex Deliverer to us in the day of our diftreſs, and to 
reſcue us from Popiſh Tyranny and SuperFtition, and all 
thoſe Miſeries and Calamities which were ready to 
break in upon us. 

I am upon a Subje& uncapable of Flattery or Hyper- 
bole, but ſurely I cannot ſay /eſS upon to great and fair 
Occaſion, than to ſay my Prayers ; 1 only repeat the 
daily Prayers of the Church-ot Exg/and; In raihis up thy 
Servant King William, to be a Deliverer to us in the 
day of our Diftreſs, &c. When God's Hand u lifted up, 


they will not ſee, ſaith Tſaiah, but they ſhall ſee, and be 8a. 26.11, 


aſhamed for their Envy, Ge. 

We have ſtil many Envious Souls among(t us, ze 
ſpites them to the Heart, to (ee what God has done for 
theſe Kingdoms, and yet they clap their Hands betore 
their Eyes, and will not ſee what all others in the World 
ſee : What's the Reaſon 2 The Prophet ſays, For their 
Emnvy, &c.

2. Secondly, God fights.for his People, by ſending bis 
Fear. and Terrour, Amazement and Aſtoniſhment, into 
the Hearts of the Enemy. This 1n Scripture is called 
God's Hornet, which, like Beaſts ſtung with a Garabee or 
Hornet, made Men run they did »ot know whither, and 
they did not know why, nor where to be ſafe, they were 
in fuch a-Conſternation, Amazemert, and Fear :. And fois. 
the word interpreted. © ® ag | 

Thus when the cowardly-Spics (Cowards a// but Caleb 
and Joſhua) went to ſpy out the Land of Canaarn,the poor 
Hearts were out of Heart when they ſaw the Giants, the 
Children of Azak, and that all the People were men of 
great ſtature, But we (ſay they) were in our fight as Graſ- 
hoppers, and ſo we were in their ſight. 

But, little men may look up to Heaven ; little men 
may cry, I hope, and call 0 GOD: for: help, the lefs 
Ability they had in themſelves : Therefore, ſaith God, 
Foſh. 24.12, I ſent my Hornet before you, which drove 
them out from. before you, but nat with thy Sword nor with 


thy Bow, 
Yet 
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Yet they had both Sword and Bow in conquering 
Canaan, but to little purpoſe ; it God had not ſent his 
Hornet before them, to ſting the Enemy to the Heart, 
and to leave the Lubbers (like ominous Beaſts for Sacri- 
fice) without a Heart. 

And, to apply it, What account can be given in hu- 
man Reaſon, why Zen of our men, lately in Ireland, 
would uſually make an» Hundred to fly 2 Was it becauſe 
we were bigger, or taller, or {tronger-limbd than the 
Triſh or French 2 No fuch matter : But all the reaſon 
that can be given is this ; they were /fung with Dread, 
Horrour, and Amazement, run like Beaſts ſtung with a 
Garabee, they did ot kwow why, nor whither, »or where 
to hide; God ſent his Hornet before us, and to him be 
the Glory, not with thy Sword, nor with thy Bow. 

.. Nor can it be ſaid, that our late Deliverance and Re- 
demption three years ago, was wrought or brought 
about with Sword or Spear. 

To ſee ſuch an Army (treble the number of our De- 
liverer) none better mounted, nor better arm'd ; to ſee 
a Navy well equipp'd, Men of War well rigg'd, and all 
theſe to melt away and ſcatter, no man purluing them, 
What's the matter 2 God ſent his Hornet before them, 

Not but that it ſpoke both natural and ſupernatural 
Courage, 1n a ſuperlative manner, to attempt. ſo bravely, 
and th rough Faith, to ſubdue Kingdoms ; but it was digitus 
Dei, the Hand of God was viſible in it ; to him be the 
Glory, not with thy Sword, nor with thy Bow. 


FE Thirdly, It ſeemeth good to the Lord ſometimes 
viſtbly to fight tor his People without any human means at 
all, and that by Emiſlaries ſent from Heaven, (I had al- 
moſt{aid, from Fell too.) Thus a good Angel, an Emiſla- 
ry from Zeaven, was fent at the Prayer of that good 


King . 
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King Zezekiah, who kill'd in one night, in the Camp of 
lia. 37 35. Sennacherib King of Aſſyria, 185000 men. 

And thus they fought from Heaven, the Stars in their 
Judg 5-29: courſes fought againſt Silera, deteated by a Woman, the 
valiant Devorah and her Captain Baruk. 

Thus they fought from Heaven, the Stars in their cour- 
ſes, (the Winds and rhe Waves fought againlt the Span;/h 
Armado (tiled Invincible )in 88, defeated by a Woman, 
the Valiant Queen E/;zabeth, and her Captain Drake.

Thus they fought from Heaven, the Stars in their 
courſes, (the Winds and the Waves) brought our Deli- 
verer's Navy,in 88, three years ago, to their refired 
Port : Nothing but the Finger of Him that commands 
the Winds and the Waves could have done this ; tohim 
be the Glory, not with thy Sword alone, (tho' a brave 
Sword) nor with-thy Bow. 

Nay, ſometimes Almighty God ſends Emiſſaries from 
Fell, tovex and plague the Enemies of his People. 

Pſal.98.49 Thus the Pſalmiſt tells us, that when God delivered 
his People from that Tyrant Pharaoh, and Zgyptian 
Bondage, He ſent evil Angels among/t them. and thus 
a lying Spirit, (and theretore a Devil) made King Ahab 

| Kin, 22, fall at Rameth-Gilead, when God ſent him on an Errand 

22, improper for a good Angel and Emiſſary from Heas- 
ven. 

An Angel thus made a few filly Worms pull down 
the Pride of that Athei/tical King Agrippa, and eat him 
up alive. And a filly Fly killed our Countryman Pope 
Adrian IV, the only Engliſh-man that ever was Pope. 


The 
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The Hand of God guided the Randome-Arrow to the ,x 
Heart of that Idolatrous King Ahab, through the Joints 34 


of his Harneſs, where only it was penetrable. - 


4. Laſtly, God fights for his People ſometimes with 
weak human means. 

Thus 1/rael muſt be delivered in Gideor's time, not 
with his whole Army (tor then God's Arm could not 
have been /o viſible amongſt /o mary ſtrong men at 
Arms) but by the men that /apped as a Dog lappeth, pro-- 
bably the weakeſt and ficklieſt in the Camp. 

From this Topick the good and valiant King (and 
therefore valiant, becauſe the good King) FHezetiah 


cheer'd up his drooping Souldiers ; Be ſtrong and coura- 2 Cheon. 
gious, be not diſmayed tor the King of 4fyria, nor for 3* ©: 


the multitude that us with him ; with him is an Arm of 
Fleſh, but with us is the Lord our God, to help us, and 
fight our Battels. But, how long will God fight our 
Battels > 

The Prophet Azariah anſwers this Qzere- in good 
King 4/a's time ; The Lord ws with you whilſt you are 
with him, but if you forſake him, he-will forſake you. 

Many a good Caule is ſpoil'd by i management, and 
many a good Army by 24 Diſcipline : Eng/and has a po- 
tent Enemy, but yet a Cauſe ſo good, that we may ſay of 
our King as Abigazl (aid to King David, My Lord fighteth 
the Battels of the LORD. GOD grant that this good 
King and this good Cauſe do not muſcarry by a debau- 
hed Army and Navy. Can we expect that God ſhould 


fight for or with theſe men, that fight againſt him, and: 


bid him Defiance, curſing themſelves and their God ? 
We may aſſure our {elves, that thoſe that wage War 
againſt the King of Heaven, will never fight ſucceſsfully 
for Their Sacred Majeſties, / 

He 
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- He that is not truly virtuous, may do, perhaps, ſome 
flaſhy Feats, in Yapoar, or tor Company, or tor Shame, 
or for Fear or for Deſpair,but he can never be zrue to his 
Poſt, nor truly valourous. Where there's »o Grace, no 
Ly Goodneſs, no Sebriety, nor any Vertue, God 7s not there, 
00 Valour is not there, nor Faith, nor Faithfulneſs there : 
4%, A man's Courage and Loyalty muſt needs be as frail and 

| ph precarious as his Conſcience and Religion ; and if he 
| does not {ell his Loyalty ashe bought his Place, and (ell 

his King and his Faith too, it is becauſe the Judas wants a 
Chapman. 

But in theſe days 'tis poſſible to find a Chapman too, 
that will be as free to part with his Purſe as any Wretch 
can be to part with his Faith and A/legzance. 

Plal, 99.9. Purge out therefore our Sins for thy Names ſake, faith 
holy David, when he prayed to God tor ViRtory. 

If our Armies and Navies be not ſoundly and through- 
ly purged from open Prophanenels, and Curſing, Swea- 
ring, Damning, and Debauchery, and from fighting 
againſt Heaven, by ſinning with a» high Hand and an 
impudent Forehead ; they will never prove Men of good 
Courage, never play the men, in detence of Their Sacred 
Majeſties, nor in defence of our People, and the Cities of 
our God. 
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
